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(57) Abstract: Aqueous formulations suitable for intranasal administration comprise buprenorphine or a physiologically acceptable 
salt or ester thereof and (a) a pectin having a degree of esterification of less than 50%, (b) chitosan and a polyoxyethylene-poly- 
oxypropylene copolymer (poloxamer) or (c) chitosan and hydroxypropylmethylcellulose. Such formulations can induce rapid and 
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
